Chicago, Jan. 1.—Such a day of mourn­ 
ing Chicago has never witnessed as that 
which ushered in the new year. In every 
portion of the city almost it aeemel as 
though there were funerals going or un­ 
dertakers’ wagons 
arriving with dead 
who were being brought to their 
for the last time. 
While the funeral processions were mov­ 
ing to various cemeteries throifgs about 
morgues and undertaking establishments 
seemd almost as large as ever. 
Scenes 
here were the same as those of the past 
two days and nights. Many men were In 
Une at Holston'fl and Jordan's morgues 
this afternoon who had been on their feet 
forty-eight hours constantly searching for 
those they had lost. The greatest num­ 
ber of dead are In these two places and 
men who had viewed the ghastly rows of 
corpses before and had gone on unavailing 
search to every other morgue and under­ 
taking room in the city to which dead 
from the theatre had been taken came 
back once more to Holston’s and Jor­ 
dan's almost in despair, but hoping again 
.hope that they might have overlooked 
their dead in the great niimbor that had 
crowded tables and floors Thursday morn­ 
ing. In some cases they were successful, 
in many others they were not. Practically 
all bodies which admit of careful Identi­ 
fication have been carried away and of 
those remaining the majority aro In such 
condition only the most minute inspection 
will be able to reveal tljelr Identity to 
those who knew them best. 
One of the saddest cases was that of 
Herbert and Agnes Lange, of 1632 Barry 
avenue. Both children had attended the 
performance and after many hours of 
tireless searching thé broken-hearted fath­ 
er lifially found his daughter in an un­ 
dertaking establishment. ■ I-ange, almost 
completely exhausted through his contin­ 
uous trips from morgue to morgue, hos­ 
pital to hospital, police stations to the 
coroner's office, and back through the 
wearisome round again and again, came 
to the office of Chief of Policé O’Neill 
and begged detectives to assist -him. He 
also pleaded with newspaper men and hH 
voice choked and failed as lie referred to 
his wife, who la\ utterly prostrated at 
their home. Lange 'said these were his 
only children and th»* detectives and news­ 
paper men promised him every assistance, 
though they themselves were almost worn 
out. 
Finally the body of the girl was 
found and the broken-hearted father 
smiled through his tears as he gathered 
up the little form and carried it to a car­ 
riage. Absolute failure of Lange to iden­ 
tify any one of the bodies as that of his 
son has aroused some hope that the boy 
may still be alive and cared for in some 
hospital. 
. 
When Lange reached his home with the 
body he was greeted by his wife, who told 
him their two children had returned home 
this evening in safety. They had been lost 
and wandered about the city. Lange at 
once returned to the morgtie with the.bo’dy 
he had thought to be that of his own child. 
Clergymen of the city are almost ex­ 
hausted in their efforts to conduct funer­ 
als from homes of parishioners. All da** 
they went from house to house to conduct 
funeral services and minister to grief- 
stricken members of their flocks. 
Liverymen were overwhelmed with de­ 
mands for carriages for the funerals and 
the number sen to each was necessarily 
limited to the smallest possible to convey 
immediate relatives to the cemetery. This 
was the situation in Chicago to day and 
to morrow it will be intensified. 
The coroner’s office to day issued nearly 
three hundred burial certificates for peo­ 
ple killed in the fire. Some of these were 
for people residing in othr cities, but they 
were comparativly few. 
A pathetic incident, occurred to day on 
the Cottage Grove cable line. This passer 
near Kolston’s morgue. Late ’tbis after- 
noon a man haggard and worn walked up 
to a car and climbed aboard, carrying In 
his arms the boidy.of a little golden-haired 
girl. The form was partially wrapped in 
canvas, but not sufficiently to conceal It.. 
The conductor, while expressing his sor­ 
row that the rules of the company pre­ 
vented carrying of bodies in that manner, 
asked him to leave the car. - The . father 
rose, holding the body of his child on one 
arm, and with his free hand thrust ar. re­ 
volver'into the conductor’s face and ekid 
in tones which betokened* utter weari­ 
ness:

MAYOR VISITED THEATRE, 
Mayor Harrison to day in company with 
Building Commissioner Williams, Alder­ 
man Mavor and'several architects, includ­ 
ing B. H. Marshall, architect ofthebulld- 
ing, visited the Iroquois theatre and Went 
over It thoroughly. As they stepped :in%& 
the building the mayor incidentally trod 
on a farçe lock of human hair whiçh had 
been torn from the head of some victim of 
the disaster. He shuddered, and rerriovlng: 
the hair from his shoe placed it on one 
side of the hallway and passed in. The 
mayor went out on the fire escapes, ^ tried 
exits, mounted into the rigging loft and 
visited dressing rooms. 
It was noticed th$t the elxts were not 
marked as required by the ordinance and 
Marshall said signs were being prepared 
and that temporary marks were nôt used 
because they would mar the beauty of 
the builuing; also explained that doors of 
exits were covered with heavy damask 
curtains so as to improve the appearance 
homes of the interior. 
The ordinance requires 
that galleries must each have a separate 
stairway leading to the street, but it was 
noted that one stairway was made to serve 
both galleries at the Iroquois. 
ARRESTS MADE. 
Police to day madë several other arrests 
of stage hands, among them William Mc­ 
Mullen, operator of the light which start­ 
ed the fire, and »Wilson Kerr, flyman in 
the theatre. 
Fifteen members of the 
double octettc which takes part in the 
song, “In the Pale Moonlight,” have been 
arrested. They are wanted as witnesses. 
McMullen told the police the fire was 
caused by the lamp he was operating. He 
said it spattered as he changed from white 
to blue light and a spark struck the cur* 
tain drapery, setting it on fire. He says 
he tried to put out the fire with bis hands, 
but failed. With the arrest of McMullen 
the police believe they have the last‘Im­ 
portant witnesses among theatre employes 
essential to complete the inquiry 
wl>8aar< 
at* thè'ïiff^ïier's inquest. 


ARCHITECT MARSHALL 


Cannot Account for 
Disaster 
the Awful 


Pittsburg, Jan. 1.—B. II. Marshall, of 
Chicago, the architect who designed and 
superintended the construction of the Iro­ 
quois theatre in Chicago, was in this city 
when he received news of the Chicago 
fire. He was overwhelmed when he heard 
of the disaster and left for home at once. 
“I have built many play houses and con­ 
sidered the Iroquois one of the*, safest 
planned. It was fireproof thoughout, only 
the scenery and sta^e properties Ijeing 
of inflammable material. 
“Had the fire .originated on the statge 
the dropping of the asbestos curtain would 
have shut the fire off from the house. If 
the fire took place in the /auditorium, 
as I understand, something unusual must' 
lhave happened. 
* 
"It wrill Ije learned upon investigation 
that the people were not burned, because 
there would be nothing to bufn about the 
auditorium. As t the panic, it may be 
that because the house was n^w the audi­ 
ence had not learned of the numerous 
fire exits. 
“Besides the house was not a large one 
and I understand the business has been 
light, j 
*T1 never alolw another theatre to be 
built with a stick of wood in it," declared 
^Sfr. Mai si all. 
“The Iroquois was bui’t 
along the very latest lines and was pro­ 
vided with twenty-seven houble lire exits, 
but wood was used and stairways were 
employed. . A fireproof building will not 
be erected as long as wood Is used.”

Absence of Proper Protection 
From Fire the Cause of Chica- 
• go Mayor’s Action—Steps Tak­ 
en to Avert Another Disaster.

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Chicago, Jan. 1 —Mayor Harrison 
to day took, steps to provide as far as 
possible against a repetition of Wed­ 
nesday’s horror; As the result ot an 
investigation made 
at 
his orders 
nineteen theatres and museums were 
ordered closed, some being the lead­ 
ing and most popular play houses of 
the eity. The action of the mayor is 
based on the fact that the owners 
üave violated the ordinances, which 
provide that theatres shall have as­ 
bestos curtains a? a means of pro­ 
tecting the auditorium ^from fire on 
the stage. The theatres closed are: 
Howards, Sam T. Jack’s, Narlow, 
New American, Olympic, Academy of 
Music, 
Alhambra, 
Avenue, Bijou, 
Chicago 
Opera House, 
Columbus 
Stock, Thirty-First Street, Criterion, 
Fiegenbaum’s, 
Milwaukee 
Avenue, 
Garrick’s, Glyckman,s«*and 
London 
Globe and Clark street museums. 
The Chicago opera house and 
Olympic theatre arc high class vau­ 
deville houses 
and 
are generally 
crowded, even at matinees, which are 
given every day.. 
The Garrick theatre ordered closed 
is a small play house on the »north­ 
west side of the city aud should not 
be confounded with the larger thea­ 
tre of the same name situated near 
the Iroquois. 
The scope of the in­ 
vestigation included no other feature 
than asbestos curtains. 
The mayor 
declared it was his intention that no 
theatre should be allowed to” open 
its doors in Chicago hereafter, unless 
provided with, asbestos curtains of a 
standard quality that would work at 
all times and under all conditions. 
The mayor said it might riot be 
possible to prevent loss' of life when, 
audiences run for tho doorways, but 
he proposed to sec that such precau­ 
tions were taken as will prevent any 
cauge for panic among the people. 
The mayor declared there would have 
been no panic in the Iroquois if the 
apparatus there had been in proper 
.working condition. 
The total seating capacity of the 
theatres closed is 12,370, which in­ 
cludes 3,500 
at 
two performances 
each day at the Olmypie. 
In two 
placcs the curtain was found to be 
made of burlap, three of canvas and 
the others linen. \

WHITE HOUSE 


SOCIAL SEASON INAUGURA­ 
TED AT CAPITAL 


President'[and Mrs. Roosevelt 
Greet Guests in Thoroughly 
Democratic Manner—Affair a 
Brilliant Success.

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Washington, Jan. l.—President and Mrs. 
Roosevelt inaugurated to day the officiai 
social season in the nation's capital with a 
brilliant reception at the white house. 
To day’s reception by the president was 
thoroughly democratic. No distinctions of 
of rank or class were made except such 
as were rendered necessary by due respect 
for order. All perons, rich or poor, with 
or without rank, were given gracious 
greeting by the president and Mrs. Roose­ 
velt. - . 
The interior of the white house w as 
never more beautiful than to day. The 
mansion glowed with electric lights and 
floral decorations were disposed about the 
corridors and parlors. The Marine band, 
sixty pieces strong, seated in the vesti­ 
bule, furnished music throughout the re­ 
ception. 
Eleven o'clock was the hour' fixed for 
beginning of the reception. For half an 
hour before that time foreign ambassa­ 
dors, minl^pvi and attaches of embassies 
and legislations began assembling in the 
state dining room. All were attired in 
magnificent court costumes 
handsome 
military or naval uniforms and with 
sparkling epaulettes and glistening swords 
presented a gorgeous spectacle^ 
Colombia was not represented at the re­ 
ception. In view of present relations be* 
tween the United States and the govern­ 
ment of Colombia the absence of a repre­ 
sentative of that republic is regarded as 
significant. Dr. Iferran, Colombian min­ 
ister, was detained at his home by a bron­ 
chial affection. To day the new republic 
of Panama was represented for the first 
timo In the line of diplomats. 
At eleven a fanfare of trumpets an­ 
nounced the opening of the reception and, 
approach of the president and Mrs. Roose­ 
velt*. President-Roosevelt, eseorting-*Mra, 
Roosevelt, descended the main staircase 
and passed! to thé blue parlor, where 
guests were received. They were followed 
by members of the cabinet and their Ac­ 
companying ladies and members of the 
Immediate receiving party. 
A notable absence from the reception 
line was Secretary of State Hay. who is 
confined to his home by illness. 
Mrs. 
Hay, however, was in line. 
The first to be received were the diplo­ 
matic corps and these were followed by 
members of the supreme 
and 
fédéral 
courts, headed by Chief'Justice Fuller, 
former cabinet members, ex-ministers of 
the-United States, members of congress, 
army, navy and marine 
officials, 
re­ 
splendent in. full dress uniforms. 
Folowing the military was the civilian 
contingent of the government service, in- 
rltullng regents of the Smithsoman in­ 
stitute, civil service commisssion, inter­ 
state commerce commission, assistant 
iÆcretar.iep of departments, assistant atlc?r 
ney general, asssistant postmaster general 
and heads* of various government ir.ctitu- 
tions. Thén came members of the Soci­ 
ety of Cincinnati, Mexican war,veterans, 
Loyal Legion, ~ Grand Army of the Re­ 
public, Union Veteran Legion, Union Vet­ 
erans' union, Spanish war veterans and 
members of the Oldest Inhabitants* aso- 
ciation of the District of Columbia.. Then 
began the reception of citizens, hundreds 
of whom had been waiting in line for. 
several hours. 
Special precautions were taken to in­ 
sure the personal safety of the president. 
No person was permitted to approach 
the president with hands in pockets or 
otherwise concealed. An extra force of 
ecret service officers and •additional po­ 
licemen, were on guard both in and about 
the white house.throughout the reception. 
New Year's day was observèd here gen­ 
erally. -Not only in the official set, but 
at hundreds of private residences open

Positive Statement That JLine 
From Jacksonville to Win­ 
chester Will Be Built. 


Over the signature J. D. K., an ex­ 
tended nrtiele appears in a recent 
issue of. the Scott County Herald, 
which claims that the Jacksonville- 
Winchester electric line will be built 
this year. The writer says, iu part: 
“The road will be built this coming 
.spring, lliis is a settled fact unless 
something: unforeseen arises. I have 
just returned from a trip to Jack­ 
sonville and Chicago and speak fully 
authorized. The long- effort in secur­ 
ing the ripjht- of way along: cort.'tin 
lines through the city of Jacksonville 
is now ended successfully. 
Nearly 
all of the. right of way is also se­ 
cured from the city limits of Jack­ 
sonville to the city limits of Winches­ 
ter. 
“The Chicago people are anxious­ 
ly awaiting developments and urgent­ 
ly pressing matters. 
The capital is 
ready and impatiently idle. The next 
steps will be taken Jan. 10, and after 
that date everything will be rushed 
to a final conclusion. 
“So much for the facts upon the 
positve 
side 
of , the 
propostion. 
There are only two important factors 
on ther negative side*. One is the right 
of way along the lands of only two 
or three people aud there are no 
positive refusals so far upon the part, 
of any of these. 
“Then 
the company aaks for a 
small subscription to its stock as evi­ 
dence of confidence and friendship. 
Tho requirements arc not thought to 
be more than proper and from pres­ 
ent indications will be granted. 
«Just the route- to be followed has 
not as yet been deeidcd upon. This 
is partly a matter for the engineer 
to decide and partly iufluenced by 
the securing of the right of Way, as 
wpll as the personal effect of sub­ 
scriptions upon the stock books. 
“At the proper time the company? 
intends building further than Win­ 
chester and will give due considera- 
tiun.»to thi* claims of Bluffs aml Man­ 
chester.

“It was especially noticeable'

way inquiry was made.regardixig.cer-. 
tain possibilities oí freight develop­ 
ment. 
Also at every point of the 
discussion 
of 
right of way as to 
carves and grades the question of 
freight was always considered. Here 
again I came to certain conclusions 
that are of material importance to‘ 
the. county in several ways, if these 
conclusions are correct. These ideas 
I got only indirectly in the discus­ 
sion, hut I fully believe they are 
correct and I will discuss the matter 
as soon os the bar of secrecy , is re­ 
moved. But these are merely a train 
of events that are necessarily sure 
to follow tiie building of the road if 
its builders only anticipate j:he traf­ 
fic possible to develope.

CORN AND COB MEM 
In regard to feeding corn and cob 
meal there is a wide difference of 
f»pi ri ion-among feeders. It will pay 
« xirc/nely well under certain condi­ 
tions and where meal can be pre­ 
pared in an economical way, says A. 
\j. Ames in Rural New Yorker. The 
one necessary article to have is good 
sound, dry corn. The cob must not 
be wet, rotten or musty, as the nveal 
prepared from grain 
of this kind 
would have less feeding, value with 
lite cob left in thiin if taken out 
Having good, bright, sound grain, we 
must now consider the expense of 
preparing the meal. 
I believe the 
only practical way of manufacturing 
cob meal is to have some heavy power 
located in the feed yard, where the 
meal can be made as fine as desired 
and in large..quantities. 
You will 
find it will take heavy machinery and 
plenty of power to make a good quali­ 
fy of cob meàl, but with the proper 
equipment it is possible to reduce the 
:xpense 2lA cents per 100 pounds of 
shelled corn or 5 cen ts per 100 of'ear 
corn. 


The question arises as to whether 
the cob has any feeding value. In m> 
own experiments, I have come tc 
this conclusion, and I believe it is the 
■*ame as that of nearly all feeders 
throughout, the west who have stud­ 
ied carefully the gains made by cob 
neal: In starting cattle on feed or 
in feeding stock cattle, cob meal is a 
much better ieed than corn meal tak- 
en.pound for pound and therefore it 
is worth as much or more. But how 
r an that be when there is no feed 
in the cob? Are you entirely sure of 
that? Ìhey nrj using corn oobs now 
or many ot-hci* purposes than ’ the 
making of pipes, especially in the 
Teed yard. 
There is ih> place on a 
farm where a man must uso his eyes 
:md mind in order to take advantage 
;>f eVery side of a difficult proposi­ 
tion more than behind a drove of 
cattle in the feed yard. 
All aged 
attic when started on feed consume 
for quite a time all or nearly all the 
ar. So the man who usually has the 
most'to say about the uselessness of 
feeding cob meal, feeds ear corn and 
lis cattle eat the cob just the same. 
After cattle have been fed. car corn 
j’or some time, say sixty or ninety 
lays, they usually begin making their 
eed a little stronger. Now the man 
who can feed meal gives his cattle 
just a little better chance of getting 
fat quickly. 
By grihding the feed 
ear and all bulk is added to the feed; 
which is a very necessary require­ 
ment in starting a drove of cattle. 
If you use straight com meal you 
would add bran or some'bulky ration 
to take the place of the cob left out. 
if you intend to use some by-product 
lo balance the ration it is always 
Lest to add enough of thos product 
at first in order to educate the appe- 
ùte^ as cattle readily acquire a liking 
for these feeds if started while hun­ 
gry. You now have a bulky mixed 
feed that for the first sixty days will 
put on as much fat, pound for pound 
as any feed now known if used in­ 
telligently and with the proper rough­ 
ness.' ■ - ■■■■■.

IT. Ilall, of Alexander, «ays he bought 
sibout a load of feeders in February 
last and fed them principally ground 
corn and cob until grass camp and 
then turned them on pasture. He fed 
them nr grain until about August, 
when he began again with the corn 
and cob meal and marketed them lat­ 
er in the year.

The 
scalding barrel, cleaning bench anil 
hanging gallows are all on the cir­ 
cumference of the circle made by the 
short end of the sweep.

arrangement one man at the long end 
of the sw'ec;: ean easily dip a hog and 
transfer it from one place to another, 
as may be desired. A bent piece of 
pipe enteriug a barrel in two places 
makes ah excellent heater, as a fire 
built under it soon accomplishes the 
desired result.

Will th«i, other play houses in the1 
great city and other cities be requied 
to make any more preparation for 
safety? Will things be attended to 
spasmodically for a little while and 
then be permitted to drop , back into 
the old ruts again? Is it possible that 
the real culprits, the princ^als, will 
be arrested ? Will they get some able 
counsel like Forrest 
or 
Governor 
Johnson to defend them; perhaps get 
a change of venue or a new trial and 
then go seot free? These are questions 
asked on every hand and the predic­ 
tion is generally affirmative. 
The 
people of this country are easy-going 
and soon forget. Then, too, they like 
things cheap, swift, exciting and spec­ 
tacular). 
Several local enterprises 
have gone down here because as the 
promoters affirm, the people were wil­ 
ling to let out-siders undersell at 
ruinous rates for awhile until the 
local affair was wiped out and the har 
vest was reaped. If there were two 
railroads between twoeities, tlie one. 
notoriously unsafe, but making bet­ 
ter time and at a trifie lower rate, 
it would get the greater part of the 
traffic until some fearful disaster, 
and then for a few weeks its business 
would be light, only to resume former 
volume later on. 
The yellow jour­ 
nals of the present day reflect the 
public taste. It would seem incred­ 
ible that son^e sheets could exist after 
the disclosures made but they produce 
sensations from day to day; some­ 
times with a few grains of truth, 
but often with none at all, but al­ 
ways in a spicy manner, and the pro­ 
prietors make large fortunes.

and over again prominent papers are 
shown to have a total disregard for 
the tr.uth, but they produce sensations 
and prosper immensely, in a financial 
way.

Shakespeare is a back num­ 
ber and to make money the ■propri­ 
etors must eater to the tastes of the 
public who demand just such fire 
traps as tho present play-houses for
